CHAPTER 50. 

An act to provide for an amendment to Sec- 
tion tsi of the Constitution of Kentucky*. 

Be ll enacted by the General A- euihly of 
the Commonwealth of Kentucky ; Section I 
— That, upon the concurrence of three- 
Hfth* of all the member* elected to each 
bouse, the yeas and nay* being taken there- 
on and entered lu full in tbslr reenestlve 
journals. Section 1*1 of the Constitution of 
Kentucky, tie and It Is, amended by adding 
to said section the following words: "Anu 

the General Assembly may. by general laws, 
only authorize cities and towns of any cla*« 
to provide for taxation for municipal pur- 
poses. on personal property, tangible and 
intangible, based on Income, licenses or 
franchises. In lieu of an ad valorem tax 
thereon: Provided cities of the first class 
shall not be authorised to omit the Imposi- 
tion of ad valorem tax on such property of 
anv steam railroad, street railway, ferry 
bridge, gas. water, heating, telephone, tele-: 
graph, electric light or electric power com- 
pany. ' so that said section when so amend- 
ed shall read as follows: 

"Section 1*1— The General Assembly shall 
net Impose taxes for purposes of an, coun- 
ty, city, town or other municipal corpora- 
tion. out may. by general laws, confer on 
the proper authorities thereof, respectively 
the power to assess and collect taxes. The 
General Assembly may, by general laws on- 
ly, provide or the payment of license fees 
on franchises, stock used for breeding pur- 
poses, the various traces, occupations and 
prufesslooa.or a special or excise tax: and 
may. by general laws. delegate the power to | 
counties, town*, cities and other municipal i 
corporations, to Impose and collect license 
fees on stock used for breeding purposes, on ' 
franchises, trades, occupations and pro- ! 
tensions. And .the General Assembly! 
may. by general laws only, authorize cities 
or towns of an, class to provide for taxation 
for municipal purposes on personal proper- 
ty, tangible and Intangible, based on Income, 
license* or franchises. In lieu of an ad va- 
lorem tax thereon : Provided, cities of tho 
flrst class shall not be authorized to omit 
the Imposition of an ad valorem tax on such 
property of any steam railroad, street rail- 
way, ferry, bridge, gas. water, heating, tele- 
phone. telegraph, electric light or electric 
power company.” 

Section ‘i — This amendment shall be sub- 
mitted Ui tbe voters of the State for their 
ratification or rejection at the time and in 
the manner provided for under Section S5# 
of the Constitution of Kentucky and under 
tbe provisions of the act of May 12. lsliT. 
being Section 14.lv of the complication of 
laws known and designated at the Ken- 
tucky Statutes.
